The CarSon Free Lance says: 
Some public comment has been made 


upon the subject of tho State Librarian- 
ship, and the question has been asked 
by the public press ''Who is State 
Librarian?" The Frte Lunce will not 
preteud to answer the question, but will 
offer a plain statement of the case and 
let others judge for themselves. 


On the 31st of July, I). L. Bliss, one 


of the sureties on the bond of ox-ofBcio 
State Librarian LaugUtcm. guve notice 
of withdrawal, (John K. King, the oth- 
or boudBLBiiD, having removed f root the 
State,) and under the law of 13C7 it be- 
came neccessary for Mr. Laughton to 
file another bond. The statute says: 


"If any officer or person shall fail 


within ten days from the date of a per- 
sonal HB rvice, 
* 
* 
* 
to file 


a new or additional bond or undertaking 
the office or appointment of the person 
or officer so failing shall become v .scant, 
and such officer or person shall forfeit 
his office or appointment, nutl Ibe same 
shall be filled as in other cases of va- 
cancy. and in manner provided by Ip.w." 


Personal service of Mr. Bliss' notice 


of withdrawal was mado upon Lieuten- 
ant Governor Langhtou, and us he fail- 
ed to file n new or additional bond, it 
appears to many that the office of State 
Librarian became -vacant on the 10th 
of this montb. 
Since then some sur- 


prise has been expressed that Governor 
Adams has taken no action in the mat- 
ter. 
If the office is vacant it ought to 


be filled, either by the appointment of 
Mr. Lmighton or of someoue else. 


In order that the complication of the 


case umy be appreciated it must be re- 
membered that a law was passed in 
1883, muking the Lieutenant Governor 
ex-officio State Librarian and Adjutant 
General of the State, with a salary fixed 
at $2,000 a year for performing the 
duties required in those offices. 
In the 


general appropriation bill of 1885, is the 
following item: "For salary of Lieu- 
tenant Governor, as ex-offimo Adjutant 
General and ex-officio State Librarian, 
$5,400." Thus it will bo seen that the 
two offices ure joined together in the 
appropriation, and doubt is expressed 
as to whether it would be possible to 
seggrpgnte the pay so that a new man, 
if appointed, could draw any salary. 
About the only thing he could do would 
bo to put his trust in the generosity of 
the next Legislature for a relief bill. 
In the meantime it would be a. question 
whether Mr. Laughton could draw his 
full salary when not performing the 
duties of Librarian. 
These points are 


mentioned because iu the event of an 
appointment they will probably come 
up for judicial settlement. 
Anyhow, it 


is Dot likely that Mr. Laughtou will 
give up the office without an effort. 


At present writing nothing definite 


can be stated with regard to the inten- 
tion of Governor Adams iu regard to 
the matter, but it is understood that he 
considers the office vacated by force of 
the statute. As soon as a decision is 
reached the Free Lance will lu'y the re- 
salt before its readers, as this is a quesr 
txon of considerable public importance, 
and one that is likely to receive more 
than ordinary attention from the press 
and bar. 
As a legal nut for the lawyers 


to crack it may be regarded as decidedly 
tough. 


The Scientific American says Septem-

The sun reaches the vernal equinox and 
equal day and night mark the passing 
hoars, while be shines benignly over 
the earth from pole to pole. A favored 
few will behold a total eclipse of the 
sun's radiant face, and bo filled with 
wonder and delight as the silvery cor- 
ona starts into view and the rosy flames 
dart forth, while the stars appear in the 
darkened sky, and the face of nature is 
shrouded in funereal gloom. The moon 
is not behind the superior members of 
the family in the part she plays in the 
incidents of the month. She treats ns 
to a partial eclipse and the occnlation of 
a bright star. More than this, oar fair 
satellite crowns the month with the 
harvest moon, when for several suc- 
cessive evenings the lesser orb rises 
in the eastern sky as soon as the son 
disappears in tho western, thus prolong* 
ing the day, flooding the earth with 
•ilvery light, and making it beautiful as 


a dream of tho land where there is no 
night. 
There may be other planets 


combining more elements of natural 
beauty than this little world, when tho 
sunset elonds linger in the west, and 
the harvest moon, rising majestically 
in the east, looks down upon a belt of 
earthly domain ripe for the harvest. 
If such fairy abodes exists in the great 
universe of spnce, we have no desire to 
visit them unless \/o can be equipped 
for the voyage with higher powers than 
we now possess for tho appreciates of 
the Iranscandant scene.

It shall be unlawful for any boy 
or girl under sixteen years to be 01 remain up- 
on the streets or side walks, or in any public 
place in Reno, Nevada, after the hour ot eight 
o'clock p. u.. except that such boy or girl be In 
the necessary or tctual discharge of duties, 
services or errands required of him or her by 
his or her parent, guardi an or f mployer, or be 
returning homo in a quiet and orderly manner, 
without undue loitering or delay, Irom such 
visit or place of amusement ns he or sho may 
have none to with the consent of his or her 
parent, guardian or employer. 
•SECTION 2. It is hereby made the duty of 
the Const.ible of Reno Township to cause the 
| bell uf the Reno Engine House to be sounded 
eight times on each an<1 every evening of the 
week at the hour of eight o'clock. 


SECTION 3 
Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdeineiinor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a tine not exceed- 
ing twenty ($20i dollais, or by imprisonment 
in the County Jail tor a term not exceeding ten 
days ur by both such fine and imprisonment.

A company of Nevadans has lately 


taken up under the Placer Land Act 
the entire surface of Owens Lake, 
twenty miles long by ten miles wide. 
Vats are being excavated along Us level 
shores, into which, by steatn power, the 
water is pumped from the lake. The 
hot sun of cloudless days brings about 
rapid evaporation, leaving in the bottom 
of the vats carbonate of soda. 
The 


company believe that it will soon not 
only astonish the natives, but the out- 
side world, with its output of carbonate 
of soda. 


EJTEOTS OF IBBieUTION. 


The Trtickee, Carson and Walker 


rivers have been largely, but cot yet by 
any means wholly, appropriated for ir- 
rigation. Between Beno and Carson 
the precious effects of water and irriga- 
tion are seen. The soil has an asby and 
barren appearance, but being made up 
largely of the wash from surrounding 
mountains, it has much strength and 
fertility. The change 19 great since I 
was last over that routa. Fields of 
green alfalfa and ripening gram are to 
be seen very frequently, und a more 
welcome rest and refreshment to the 
eye 
from surrounding desolation it 


would be hard to find. The alfalfa is a 
deep green, tinged with purple — a green 
that the eye delights in, and the mem- 
ory will not let fade oat. 
Tbree crops 


of this alfalfa are gathered in a year. 
In the Carson and Washoe Valleys tim- 
othy hay has become no celebrated for 
its fine quality and stock-strengthening 
elements that both Governor Stanford 
and J. B. Hoggin havo been baying it 
largely for tbeir finest racing stock. 
Mr. Haggin'a agent this year bought 
seventy-five tons of this hay 
He ex- 


pressed the beliaf that Haggin's horse, 
Tyrant, was lately beaten at the East, 
after winning so tnnuy speed laurels 
there, because the Carson Talley tim- 
othy hay on which he had been fed ran 
out at a critical time. Fuither south, 
along the Walker river, there are some 
fine irrigated fairns, though as yet there 
has been comparatively little dons in 
the use of the waters of that river. 


At the terminus of the great Nevada 


Valley, befoie it runs into utter sandy 
barrenness and aridity, thero is the 
great Owens Ilivei Valley, which is 
about se\?nty five miles long and five 
to tea miles wide 
If it be said that no 


depiebsiou is worthy of the name of 
valley, in the higher sense, in which 
there is nothing but sagebrush and bar- 
renness, one has only, in answer, to 
see these fields of,sagebrush when trans- 
ferred by water in Owens Valley. There 
are few if any oioie productive fairns on 
the coast.

It is smd that the 
laud can be taken i>p under tbo Desert 
Land Act in Urge paicels 
If so there 


may be much money in its reclamation 
e-ven for cattle. 
The drawbacks, how- 


ever, to agricultural progress in Walker 
and Owens Valleys, just now, particu- 
larly in the lattei, is that there is no 
maiket for tde faruiei's produce. For- 
merly ho had a fine marki t at Bodie, 
Caudelarta, Cerro Gordo and otuer min- 
ing regions, but now little is being done 
at Bodie, Caudelaiia or the great base 
metnl legion of Cerro Gordo, because 
silvei is at a discount and lead is ex- 
ceedingly low. 


N»ED Of BWLROAD KX1ENSION. 


The gieat outlook for Owens Valley 


and the faimers ia the extension of the 
Carson and Colorado Road HOrailes fui- 
ther south to Mobave, on the Southpiu 
Pacific Koad. The hay, giain, meat 
and other products of the valley could 
then be shipped to a profitable .market 
in Atizona and New Mexico, a monop- 
oly of which business is now enjoyed 
by Southern Califouiia. This monopoly 
has done much to make the prosperous 
times in Los Angeles and othei south- 
ern counties have enjoyed foi the past 
four years. There is not at present, 
howevei, any probability that the Cm- 
son and Colorado Road will be thus ex- 
tended 
The result is that, there being 


little sale foi farm produce in Owens 
Biver Valley, the best improved furms 
there aie dull of sale, and can now he 
bought for $10 to ¥15 nu acie. The 
Carson and Colorado Road oar'ies in 
snpplips to Southern Nevada (it low 
ntifK, bat, of course, it cannot cany out 
fuiui pioiiucts 500 miles to California 
(which would, bobides, bo carrying 
coals to Newcastle), at a rale that would 
leave any piofit to the farmers. 
The 


Central Pacific Railroad makes, and 
probably wisely makes, a prohibitoiy 
tariff on CiUiforuia agricultural sup- 
plies enteiiug Nevada, so as to protect 
the farmers of the latter State fioni 
competition with those of Culifoiuia, 
but, meantime, from ull points between 
Ogden and Truckee the railroad chaiges 
Nevada freight $>1 per 100 pounta more 
than is chaiged on through tr< i^ht for 
the much loader haul to Sacramento or 
San Erancisco. The Central Pacific 
Koad wut-nurses Nevada faimers and 
gives them a low rate on nil ui tides 
they can ship east or west, but it still 
heavily bleeds the State on goods com- 
ing in from the East. 
California and 


Son Francisco are, perhaps, thereby 
somewhat beuefitted, but bow Nevada 
likes the system is another quastiou. 
There is no competing road and no 
water ways, and when Nevada kicks, 
the raihoad folks simply hold her nose 
and pour the freight draught down her 
throat against her will, in the game 
firm but forcible way that our nurses 
in resisting childhood smoothed the 
route of corrective castor oil doses on 
the way to out fevered stomachs.
